Summary of Significant Accounting Policies

Continental Investors Services, Inc. (the "Company") is a broker-dealer in securities
registered with the Securities and Exchange Commission (“SEC”) and is a member
of the National Association of Securities Dealers (“NASD”). The Company is a
Washington state corporation. The Company renders broker-dealer services in
principally debt related securities both as agent and principal to its customers. The
Company operates under (SEC) Rule 15¢3-3(k)(2)(ii), which provides that all funds
and securities belonging to the Company’s customers would be handled by a
clearing broker-dealer. The Company’s customers are located throughout the
United States.

Security transactions (and related commission revenue and expense) are recorded on
a trade date basis.

Marketable securities owned and securities sold but not yet purchased are recorded
at quoted market value. Securities and investments which are not readily
marketable are carried at fair value as determined by management of the Company.
Unrealized gains and losses are credited or charged to operations. The Company's
securities are being held by the clearing broker-dealer. Should the clearing broker-
dealer fail to deliver securities to the Company, the Company may be required to
purchase identical securities on the open market.

Securities sold but not yet purchased represent an obligation of the Company to
deliver specified equity securities at a predetermined price. The Company is
obligated to acquire the securities at prevalent market prices in the future to satisfy
this obligation.

Advertising costs are expensed as incurred. Total advertising expense for the year
ended June 30, 2006 was $3,149 and is reflected in promotional costs.

Compensated absences have not been accrued because the amount cannot be
reasonably estimated.

Income taxes are provided for the tax effects of transactions reported in the financial
statements and consist of taxes currently due. The provision for federal income
taxes differs from the expected amount using statutory rates because certain
expenses included in the determination of net income are nondeductible for tax
reporting purposes.

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally accepted
